The fresh air and drama of food 
sizzling over hot coals Sharpens the 
appetite. Everyone pitches in with¬ 
out a murmur.

Outdoor eating lighten the home¬ 
maker’s work. With advance pre¬ 
paration she has more time to re¬ 
lax. Tablesetting is a minimum — 
as is the dishwashing. It is a 
friendly, casual way to entertain 
which creates good fellowship as 
does no other. 

Equipment 

It may be simple or elaborate.

is to be done in the backyard, a 
portable is not necessary and it 
can be made elaborate. 

2. Is it easy to clean. Keeping it 
in good condition can be a problem 
if it is not made of stainless metal. 

3. Is the firebox durable? Sheet 
metal is the most common — it 
must be heavy enough in gauge to 
withstand the high heat of char¬ 
coal fires. 

4. Is it sturdy? Flimsy equip¬ 
ment is dangerous as it tips easily. 
The grill must lie secure or the 
meat may fall in the fire. 

5. Is it the right size for your 
family? 

6. Is there a way to control heat? 
A device is obtainable which 
lowers or raises either the grill or 
firebox to regulate the distance 
from the heat. 

7. Is there some way to collect 
drippings? If drippings fall into 
fire there will be smoke and flare- 
ups. Drippings can be absorbed by 
a layer of sand, gravel, vermiculite 
or a base material (special) in the 
bottom of the firebox. 

8. What accessories? 

1) Tongs are necessary (a) to 
handle burning coals (b) a second 
pair to turn food on the grill. 

2) Asbestos padded mittens are 
better than pot holders for handl¬ 
ing Trot foods nod eq u ip m ent. 

3) Skewers for cooking kabobs. 
They may be long with wooden 
handles. 

4) Long-handled-fork, knife and 
spatula keep you a safe distance 
from the fire. 

5) Small shovel and fire rake 
are handy for handling fire. Very 
handy but not essential. 

6) Hinged broilers, made of two 
grills hinged together are dandy 
for foods that break up. To turn 
food, just flip oiver the grill. 

7) Spit baskets are designed to 
hold sausages and spareribs. They 
are attached to the spit to elimin¬ 
ate Ihood turning.

White or cream-colored oil results from harmless white lead-ash that 
remains after a high-grade gasoline is burned in an engine that’s in 
good condition. 

Temporary milky color in cold engine oil results from air being churned 
into the oil, and usually disappears as the oil warms up.
